AYP  is  the  short,  safe,  scenic  route  from  Chicago  into  the 
Northwest.  It  crosses  Illinois  on  the  famous  "Ridge" 
route ;  continues  across  Iowa  on  all  surfaced  roads,  largely 
paved ;  its  South  Dakota  route  gives  direct  access  to  the 
Badlands  National  Monument  and  the  Black  Hills,  con- 
tinuing through  the  oil  fields  of  central  Wyoming  into  the 
master  scenery  of  Jackson  Hole  and  the  newly  designated 
Grand  Teton  National  Park.  It  enters  Yellowstone  Park 
through  the  south  gate,  and  leaves  through  the  west  gate. 
The  marked  route  follows  the  general  course  of  the  Snake 
River  south  and  west.  It  is  the  only  surfaced  route  pos- 
sible at  this  time  between  Yellowstone  Park  and  the  west 
coast.
